FOOTBALL 


The  Titan  football  team  opened 
the  season  with  a  disappointing 
loss  to  Northwood.  The  Titans' 
27-game  win  streak  was  snapped 
with  a  final  score  of  7-6.  The  Ti- 
tan defense  held  Northwood  to 
226  total  yards  and  stopped  the 
Northwood  offense  from  scoring 
twice  inside  the  Westminster  10 
yard  line. 

This  did  not  stop  the  Titans  for 
long,  as  they  were  back  on  the 
winning  streak  with  a  crushing 
victory  over  Buffalo.  Tokar  and 
Cruny  scored  two  touchdowns 
each  for  a  combined  225  yards. 
The  defense  held  Buffalo  to  only 
12  points.  Blazer  made  14  stops 
and  five  assists  and  linebacker 


Raich  had  9  tackles  and  five  as- 
sists. Highlighting  this  game  was 
Brad  Tokar's  17  yard  carry  which 
earned  him  over  4000  yards  for 
his  career  as  Westminster's  all 
time  leading  rusher. 

The  Titans  captured  another 
victory  over  the  Susquehanna 
Crusaders  as  Baker  threw  two 
touchdowns  in  the  second-quar- 
ter. Foley  and  Osborne  advanced 
the  Titans  to  a  14-3  lead  before 
Cruny  ran  52  yards  for  another 
touchdown.  Defensively  West- 
minster held  the  Crusaders  to  a 
measly  199  yards  including  66 
passing.  Catanzarite  had  9  tackles 
and  3  assists  while  Jones  inter- 
cepted 2  Crusader  passes  to  give

The  Titan  defense  led  the  way 
for  yet  another  victory.

38,  the  Bulls  12. 
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Next  on  Westminster's  winning 
streak  was  Bethany  College.  This 
was  the  second  consecutive  week 
that  the  Titan  defense  held  the 
opposing  offense  to  a  total  nega- 
tive yardage  rushing.  This  game 
led  the  Titans  straight  for  the 
Homecoming  game  against 
Waynesburg.  To  add  to  the 
Homecoming  festivities  the  Tow- 
ering Titans  shut  out  their  oppo- 
nent. This  win  was  followed  by  yet 
another  shut  out  over  Tiffin.  This 
was  not  the  end,  however,  of  the 
Titans'  grueling  season.  High- 
lighting the  game  over  Findlay  in 
which  Westminster  came  out  on 
top,  was  the  defense  holding  Find- 
lay  to  only  1 6 1  total  yards  ( 1 05  on 
the  ground).  This  was  very  im- 
pressive considering  the  Oilers 
had  been  averaging  a  whopping 
262  yards  per  game. 

The  final  game  of  the  season 
was  against  West  Virginia  Wes- 
leyan.  the  Titans  ended  their  sea- 
son with  a  record  of  8-1  and  their 
fourth  straight  NAIA  Division  II 
Playoff  captured.  Tokar  had  22 
carries  for  a  total  of  138  yards. 
This  gave  him  1,022  yards  for  the 
season  and  a  4,834  yard  career 
total. 

The  NAIA  Division  II  quarter- 
final playoffs  led  Westminster  to 
a  win  against  Tarleton  State.  To- 
kar again  rushed  to  an  incredible 
1 18  yards  to  boost  his  career  total 
to  5,018.  The  Titan  defense  held 
the  Texans  to  only  211  yards. 

In  the  semifinal-round  playoff 
game  against  Central  Washington 


Brad  Tokar  rushed  for  200  yards 
and  a  touchdown.  The  Westmin- 
ster College  defense  had  two  in- 
terceptions in  the  fourth  quarter. 
The  final  score  was  24-17. 

In  a  17-7  decision  to  Peru  State 
the  Titans  fell  short  of  a  third 
NAIA  Division  II  tital  game.  De- 
spite the  disappointing  loss,  sever- 
al senior  players  finished  out  their 
college  football  careers  among 
Westminster's  all-time  statistical 
leaders.  At  the  top  of  the  list  is 
senior  Brad  Tokar.  As  a  tailback 
he  was  the  school's  all-time  lead- 
ing rusher  (5,269  yards)  and  scor- 
er (54  touchdowns),  and  also  the 
seventh-leading  career  pass  re- 
ceiver (72  catches  for  754  yards). 

Westminster's  second  all-time 
leading  receiver  with  105  catches 
for  1,865  yards  was  Dave  Foley. 
His  career  touchdown  receptions 
put  him  at  the  Westminster  all- 
time  list.  Linebacker  Todd  Fie- 
dor,  Jeff  Catanzarite,  tackle  Ke- 
vin Blazer  and  corner  Lou  Berry 
finished  their  careers  among  the 
top  15  all-time  defense  leaders. 
Ranking  at  number  3  is  Fiedor, 
Blazer  follows  at  number  4,  Ca- 
tanzarite at  number  6  and  Berry 
at  number  1 5. 

The  Westminster  Titan  Foot- 
ball Team  tied  an  NAIA  record 
for  most  playoff  appearances  for 
the  1990  season  (11),  and  they 
also  claimed  the  best  post-season 
record  (22-6)  in  the  NAIA.  The 
Towering  Titan  Football  Team 
ended  their  ROUGH  and 
TOUGH  Season.

Robert  Audley  Browne  Hall,  built  in  1928, 
is  named  in  memory  of  the  college's  sec- 
ond president.

Robert  Gracey  Ferguson  Hall,  built  in 
1941,  is  named  in  memory  of  Westmin- 
ster's fourth  president.  It  is  constructed  of 
stone  in  Gothic  design  and  accommodates 
145  students. 


Hillside  Hall,  constructed  in  1885,  is  the 
oldest  building  on  campus  and  provides 
housing  for  131  students. 


The  Arts  and  Science  Building,  completed

Westminster  College  was  listed  as  one  of  the  nation's 
best  regional  liberal  arts  colleges  in  "U.S.  News  and  World 
Report"-and  is  one  of  just  two  western  Pennsylvania  col- 
leges and  universities  to  be  ranked  in  any  category. 

Westminster  ranked  second  among  northern  regional 
liberal  arts  colleges,  while  Carnegie  Mellon  University 
came  in  at  22nd  among  national  universities.  The  results  of 
the  "U.S.  News  and  World  Report''  survey  were  included 
in  the  magazine's  October  15,  1990  issue. 

Overall,  Westminster  was  one  of  40  regional  liberal  col- 
leges among  385  such  institutions  to  be  singled  out  as  being 
the  best  in  their  respective  geographical  regions.  There  are 
73  schools  classified  as  northern  regional  liberal  arts 
colleges. 

All  colleges  and  universities  in  the  survey  were  grouped 
into  one  of  14  major  categories,  based  largely  on  guidelines 
established  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Teaching.  Those  categorized  as  regional  liberal 
arts  colleges  are  primarily  undergraduate  institutions 
which  generally  award  more  than  half  of  their  bachelor's 
degrees  in  the  arts  and  sciences. 

All  colleges  and  universities  were  ranked  on  the  basis  of 
five  key  areas:  academic  reputation,  student  selectivity, 
faculty  resources,  financial  resources  and  student 
satisfaction.
